planting orchards, and have had good 
success 
by 
following the 
methods 
which I will give here, 
I select the 
plot for the orchard, and care must 
be used in locating the best lo* ation 
for the orchard. 
I select rather high 
la.un, and best where there i«s no 
timber on the west and not th side. 
N< o r plant an orchard where it i* 
pr ttected by timber on the west and 
north sides by tall timber. 
Such pro­ 
tection will cause the trees to bud 
out too early arni thereby get the 
fruit crop kill •<! many time g when the 
unprotected 
on uards 
bear 
good 
crops. 
Having the orchard plot lo­ 
cated. I plow the land six or seven J 
inches deep and harrow !» red as soon 
jis plowing is (I t. . 
This plowing is 
best done as early as possible in 
November. 
A fter the plov. mg it is be st to j 
stake off the rows. 
I find it is best to give the trees 
2 to 25 feet space each way. 
Next 
come the selecting oi the varieties of 
peaches and plums. 
I carefully se­ 
lect varieties that will give nu* a con­ 
tinual ripening of fruit! from the 
earliest to tho latest. Selecting most 
of the trees mat ripen the fruit in 
July and Angust for peaches, and! 
Jane for plum . 
In selecting the size! 
of trees for a home orchard I perfer 
trees of tne 4 to 5 feet site however 
8 to 4 f«:*t size is a very nice size. 
Rut I find that the larger size is 
best \vion they are the same age as 
the smaller ones, as the larger trees 
usually are the th: iffiest trees. 
A 
small tree, when the same age as th# 
larger one, is nothing else than a 
runt tree. 
I much prefer to order 


soil to cover all roots w ell/ 
When 
the soil coming out of the bottom of 
the hole is raked in last. 
But before 
filling the hole I pour in a bucket 
of water and let stand a few hours 
before tho hole is filled up. 
With 
this method I have never lost more 
then one or two trees out of a hund­ 
red. and several times I have had 
every one to live and grow. 
I never 
expose the roots to the sun or wind 
for more than two or three minutes, 
just long enough to trim the roots 
properly. 
When the trees are all set 
out, I go over the orchard and cut 
the tree hack. 
If they are the I to 
5 feet size they ar.* already headed, 
and from these I cut the branches 
back to within I to 0 buds of the 
main trunk. 
During the first year I 
plow the trees with a cultivator, and 
keep the soil mulched around the 
tree in the summer time. For the first 
few years I plant peas and beans be­ 
tween the rows of trees. 
A fter the 
trep* begin bearing fair crops it is 
best not to plant anything in them so 
the soil may be worked and kept 
clean and mulched. 
A disc harrow is 
one of the best tools with which to 
cultivate the orchard. A good orchard 
is a great asset to any farm. What a 
pity it is to drive by a farm house 
and not see a fruit tree of any sort. 
I have often wondered how people 
could enjoy life without a good or­ 
chard to furnish their fruits.

STOPPING CULLIES.

fields gullies should be fore­ 
stalled by ditching but where this 
it too late one of the best ways of 
closing them is to put some rocks 
in them at varying distances accord­ 
ing to how bad they are 
The rocks 
catch trash and hold ail the dirt soon 
filling the gully. 
The rocks, when 
in the gully, do not hinder cultiva­ 
tion and as the gully fills up are 
covered. 
Brush is often used for 
the purpose but rocks are more sub­ 
stantial. 
Fishing pole bamboo plant- 
in gullies will invariably stop 
ed 
washing in a year or two and also 
furnish a useful product. 
This can 
be done on the edges of fields. 
Ber­ 
muda grass soon stops washing but 
when it gets into the field it is hard 
to eradicate.
